Irthlingborough. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  eleventh  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  area  for  the  year  1958. 

As  in  previous  years  the  report  is  set  out  in  Sections  and  I should 
like  to  refer  in  this  letter  to  some  important  matters  contained  in  the 
different  sections. 

In  Section  A the  vital  statistics  for  the  year  will  be  found  and  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  birth  rate  14.20  per  1,000  of  population  showed  an 
increase  on  the  previous  year  when  the  rate  was  11.81.  The  death  rate 
showed  a fall  9.33  per  1,000  compared  with  10.82.  Once  again  Diseases 
of  the  Heart  and  Circulatory  System  was  the  greatest  cause  of  death. 
The  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  showed  a fall  and  there  were  no  deaths 
from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis.  The  Infant  Mortality  rate  again  showed 
a fall  and  was  27.39  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  33.33  for  the 
previous  year. 

The  Health  Services  available  for  the  area  will  be  found  in  Section  13 
and  mention  is  made  of  the  excellent  work  which  is  being  carried  out  in 
the  Urban  District  by  the  Irthlingborough  Old  Folks  Welfare  Committee. 

Two  important  matters  are  brought  to  notice  in  Section  C,  the  first 
concerns  water  supply  and  the  Council’s  scheme  to  bring  a new  gravel 
well  into  operation  to  supplement  its  town  supply  and  for  re-equiping 
and  modernization  of  the  existing  plant  and  station.  The  second  item 
which  is  included  in  this  report  for  the  first  time  brings  to  notice  the 
serious  problem  of  atmospheric  pollution.  This  subject  will  be  receiving 
more  and  more  attention  in  the  future. 

Information  with  regard  to  the  building  programme  and  clearance  of 
unfit  properties  will  be  found  in  Section  I).  The  Council’s  record  in  this 
field  is  very  satisfactory  and  the  year  saw  the  completion  of  the  400th 
post-war  house. 

Section  E deals  with  the  inspection  and  supervision  of  food  and  it 
will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  samples  taken  during  the  year  showed  an 
increase.  A commencement  was  made  on  taking  samples  of  washed 
bottles  and  churn  rinses  in  connection  with  Milk  supply. 
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In  Section  F the  situation  concerning  Infectious  Diseases  during  the 
year  is  given  and  it  will  be  seen  that  few  of  the  more  common  infectious 
diseases  occurred.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  area  has  been  free  from 
such  a serious  disease  as  Diphtheria  for  20  years  and  that  no  case  of 
Poliomyelitis  has  occurred  for  eight  years.  The  Poliomyelitis  vaccina- 
tion scheme  continues  successfully  and  each  year  sees  an  increase  in  the 
numbers  inoculated  against  this  disease. 

In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  Mr.  Palmer  and  Mr.  Dewhurst 
for  information  supplied  for  this  report  and  Mr.  Dewhurst  for  his  ever 
willing  assistance  and  help  throughout  the  year.  I should  also  like  to 
thank  Miss  Pearson  for  her  help  in  compiling  this  report  and  finally 
Madam  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
continued  help  and  encouragement  throughout  the  year.

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SECTION  A. 


NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 


Area — The  area  of  the  Urban  District  is  2,910  acres  and  the  density 
of  population  is  1.7  persons  per  acre.  The  housing  factor  is  2.8  persons 
per  house. 

Population — The  population  for  Irthlingborough  in  the  Registrar 
General’s  returns  for  1958  is  5,140  which  shows  an  increase  of  60  on  the 
previous  year.  The  number  of  births  outnumbered  deaths  by  25  during 
the  year. 


Deaths — The  number  of  deaths  recorded  during  the  year  was  48 
which  gives  a death  rate  of  9.33  per  1,000  population.  This  shows  a fall 
on  the  previous  year  when  the  rate  was  10.82.  The  death  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  for  1958  was  11.7.  In  Section  H of  this  report  Table  No.  1 
gives  a classification  of  deaths  which  occurred  during  the  year.  Diseases 
of  the  Heart  and  Circulatory  system  accounted  for  29  deaths  out  of  48 
but  only  3 were  due  to  angina  or  coronary  disease.  This  is  three  less 
than  last  year.  Cancer  deaths  were  8 compared  with  10  in  the  previous 
year  and  two  of  these  cancer  deaths  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  or 
bronchus.  There  were  no  deaths  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  two 
deaths  occurred  in  the  previous  year.  The  following  table  shows  a 
comparison  between  the  death  rates  for  Irthlingborough,  the  Administra- 
tive County  and  England  and  Wales  for  the  period  1946  to  1958  :

Births — 73  births  were  registered  which  gives  a rate  of  14.20  per  1,000 
of  population.  This  shows  an  increase  on  the  previous  year  when  the 
rate  was  11.81.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1958  was  16.4. 
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Tabic  No.  2 in  Section  II  gives  the  number  of  births  and  rates  dating 
back  to  1902. 


Illegitimate  Births — Two  illegitimate  births  were  registered  which 
gives  a rate  of  0.3S  per  1,000  of  population.  The  rate  for  the  previous 
year  was  0.78. 

Stillbirths  (''lie  stillbirth  was  recorded,  which  gives  a rate  of  0.19 
per  1,000  of  population.  The  rate  for  the  previous  year  was  0.39. 

Maternal  Mortality  No  deaths  occurred.  It  is  fifteen  years  since 
a death  was  recorded  under  this  heading. 

Infant  Mortality— Two  infant  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  and 
this  gives  a rate  of  27.39  per  1 ,000  live  births.  In  the  previous  year  there 
were  also  two  deaths  but  due  to  the  fact  that  there  were  less  births  the 
rate  was  higher  and  was  33.33.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for 
1958  was  22.5.

Neonatal  Mortality— The  two  infant  deaths  which  occurred  were  in 
this  subdivision  of  the  Infant  Mortality  rate  which  concerns  infant  deaths 
within  28  days  of  independent  existence.  The  rate  thus  is  the  same  and 
is  27.39  per  1,000  live  births.  The  rate  for  the  previous  year  was  16.66. 


SECTION  B. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OE  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

Laboratory  Service— The  area  is  provided  for  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Northampton  and  the  Laboratory  attached  to  the  Kettering 
General  Hospital.  This  laboratory  has  branches  at  the  Park  Hospital, 
Wellingborough  and  the  Rushden  Memorial  Hospital,  the  Hayway, 
Rushden. 

Ambulance  Service — The  County  Council  are  responsible  for  this 
service  and  are  assisted  in  covering  the  area  by  the  Men’s  division  of  the 
S.  John’s  Ambulance  Brigade  acting  as  agents. 

Nursing  in  the  Home  and  Home  Helps— The  County  Council  are  also 
responsible  for  these  services.  The  work  carried  out  by  District  Nurses, 
Health  Visitors  and  home  helps  is  of  great  assistance  to  the  community 
and  this  never  ending  work  helps  considerably  in  keeping  persons  in  their 
own  homes  and  saving  hospital  beds. 

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics— The  Oxford  Regional  Hospital  Board 
are  responsible  for  providing  hospital  accommodation  and  Out-patient 
clinics.

Out-patient  Clinics  are  held  at  Northampton  and  Kettering  and  also 
at  the  Rushden  Memorial  Hospital,  The  Hayway,  Rushden  ; 
Wesleyan  Rooms,  Queen  Street,  Rushden,  Orthopaedic  Clinic, 
1st  and  3rd  Fridays  of  each  month. 

The  County  Council  holds  an  Infant  Welfare  Centre  on  the  first 
Thursday  of  each  month  at  S.  Peter’s  Church  rooms.  A second  Welfare 
Centre  is  held  on  the  third  Thursday  of  each  month  at  the  Surgery,  Palmer 
Avenue  for  the  benefit  of  persons  living  on  the  Addington  Road  Estate. 
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Antenatal  and  Postnatal  Clinics  are  held  at  S.  Peter’s  Church  rooms  on 
the  fourth  Friday  of  the  month. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948  No  action  was  necessary  under 
Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  during  the  year. 

Welfare  of  Old  People  The  Irthlingborough  Old  Folks  Welfare 
Committee  continues  to  carry  out  its  excellent  work  amongst  the  Senior 
Citizens  in  the  area.  This  committee  is  divided  into  two  sections,  one 
running  the  Darby  and  Joan  Club  and  the  second  visits  old  persons  in 
their  homes.  Memembers  of  the  Fete  and  Charity  Committee  continue 
to  visit  annually  residents  from  Irthlingborough  in  the  Park  Hospital 
and  donate  presents  to  the  old  folk. 

The  Chiropody  Service  is  functioning  satisfactorily  and  arrangements 
are  as  follows.  Members  of  the  Darby  and  Joan  Club  are  seen  monthly 
when  a chiropodist  visits  the  Town  and  a room  at  the  Council  Offices  is 
made  available  for  the  service.  The  charge  per  visit  is  6/-  and  the 
Committee  pay  half.  Arrangements  are  made  whereby  old  folk  who  are 
not  members  of  the  Darby  and  Joan  Club  can  visit  on  Friday  afternoons 
the  surgery  of  a visiting  chiropodist  and  have  treatment  on  the  same 
favourable  basis.  House  bound  old  folks  can  also  receive  treatment,  the 
cost  of  this  is  7/-,  and  again  half  is  found  by  the  Committee. 

The  Darby  and  Joan  Club  run  an  annual  holiday  scheme  when 
different  seaside  resorts  are  visited  and  30  to  40  members  have  availed 
themselves  of  this  scheme.  This  is  outside  the  County  scheme  which 
also  provides  for  holidays  for  old  people. 
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SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supply — The  Urban  District  Council  is  the  authority  respon- 
sible for  the  town’s  water  supply  and  the  source  of  supply  is  from  shallow 
wells  sunk  in  the  Nene  Valley  gravels.  During  the  last  three  years  these 
sources  were  found  to  be  inadequate  to  meet  the  increased  needs  of  the 
town  and  temporary  measures  had  to  be  adopted  to  take  a supply  from 
some  disused  gravel  workings  which  the  Ministry  approved  for  a short 
period  for  trade  purposes  only. 

It  was  with  this  shortage  in  mind  that  the  Council  embarked  on  a 
£24,000  scheme  during  the  year  to  bring  into  use  a new  well  sunk  in  the 
river  gravels  about  a mile  East  of  the  present  pumping  station  and  for  the 
re-equiping  and  modernising  of  the  existing  plant  and  station.  This 
work  comprised  the  provision  of  two  submersible  pumps  in  both  the 
existing  town  well  and  in  the  new  well,  each  pump  having  pumping 
capacity  of  7,000  gallons  per  hour,  the  water  being  pumped  through  the 
treatment  plant  into  a new  6,000  gallon  storage  tank  from  where  it  is 
pumped  by  means  of  the  existing  pumps  into  supply.  This  scheme  also 
included  the  laying  of  a 6"  duplicate  main  from  the  pumping  station  to 
the  reservoir  in  Windmill  Road. 

Treatment — All  water  for  human  consumption  is  treated.  There 
now  is  a change  in  the  method  of  treatment,  water  is  first  filtered  and 
then  chlorinated.  Following  this  it  enters  the  6,000  gallon  storage  tank 
where  it  should  remain  for  half  an  hour. 

This  is  a much  more  satisfactory  method  than  previously  and  chlorine 
has  more  time  to  act  before  water  is  pumped  into  circulation. 

Quality — On  September  4th,  1958,  a sample  of  untreated  water  was

Piped  Water  Supplies-  1 ,781  houses  in  the  district  have  a piped  water 
supply.  Three  houses  in  the  area  are  not  connected  to  town  mains  and 
approximately  23  houses  are  dependent  upon  standpipes. 

Drainage,  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal — Sewage  Works — A 

description  of  the  works  and  method  of  treatment  of  sewage  was  given 
in  last  year’s  annual  report.  The  crude  sewage  contains  a large  propor- 
tion of  trade  wastes  and  this  complicates  treatment.  Recent  chemical 
analyses  of  final  effluent  have  shown  suspended  solids  to  be  rather  high. 
The  Council  have  engaged  a firm  of  Consultant  Engineers  and  have 
requested  a detailed  report  with  recommendations  following  their  investi- 
gations with  regard  to  the  functioning  of  these  works.  The  quantity  anti 
disposal  of  sludge  has  always  been  a problem  but  considering  the  demands 
on  the  disposal  plant,  these  works  can  be  said  to  be  coping  satisfactorily. 
4 he  total  volume  of  sewage  dealt  with  at  the  works  during  the  year  was 


109,723,000  gallons,  which  once  again  showed  a considerable  increase  an 
on  the  previous  year,  when  it  was  98,449,000  gallons.  The  average  daily- 
flow  in  1958  was  300,611  gallons  compared  with  269,723  gallons  in  the 
previous  year,  which  is  an  111%  increase  on  figures  for  1957. 

Disinfection- — Three  premises  were  disinfected  following  cases  of 
infectious  diseases.  Facilities  for  disinfection  of  bedding,  clothing,  etc., 
are  available  at  Rushden  where  a steam  disinfection  plant  is  maintained. 

Movable  Dwellings — Public  Health  Act,  1936,  S.  269 — There  are  no 
licensed  caravan  sites  in  the  district. 

Public  Cleansing — Household  refuse  is  collected  weekly.  Approxi- 
mately 844  loads  were  collected  during  the  year  and  tipped  at  the  Council’s 
Tip,  Ditchford  Road.  At  the  end  of  the  year  this  tip  was  full  and  so  a 
new  site  was  found.  Controlled  tipping  is  also  to  be  carried  out  at  this 
new  tip.  The  old  tip  was  levelled  off  and  covered  and  was  then  handed 
back  to  the  owner. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1947 — By  arrangement  with 
Wellingborough  U.D.C.  the  Urban  district  is  visited  weekly  by  a Rodent 
Operator.  A summary  of  the  work  carried  out  is  as  follows  :

Atmospheric  Pollution — This  subject  in  recent  years  has  been  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  public  and  now  the  man  in  the  street  is  becoming 
conscious  of  the  atmosphere  he  breathes.  To  say  that  a pure  atmosphere 
is  as  important  as  pure  drinking  water  is  very  true,  because  considerable 
damage  to  health  is  caused  by  gross  pollution  of  the  air  we  breathe. 
The  fact  that  the  death  rate  from  Bronchitis  in  Great  Britain  exceeds 
by  far  that  of  any  other  country  making  comparable  statistical 
returns  is  very  disturbing  and  denotes  a considerable  amount  of  atmo- 
spheric pollution  occurring  throughout  the  country.  Great  Britain  heads 
list  with  a death  rate  for  males  of  107.9  per  100,000  and  females 
62.7,  while  Denmark  is  at  the  bottom  of  the  list  with  a rate  for  males  of 
2.2  per  100,000  and  females  1.9. 
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Figures  like  this  make  it  imperative  that  all  local  authorities  must 
take  steps  to  protect  their  people  by  all  possible  means. 

The  chief  sources  of  pollution  are  the  factory  chimney,  the  domestic 
chimney  and  road  traffic.  Negligence  often  is  a cause  and  should  not  be 
tolerated.  An  example  of  this  is  black  smoke  pouring  from  a factory 
chimney  due  to  improper  regulation  of  furnaces  or  wrong  stoking.  Un- 
suitable fuel  is  another  cause.  The  same  applies  to  pollution  by  road 
vehicles,  diesel  fumes  from  lorries  badly  driven  or  not  properly  main- 
tained engines. 

It  must  also  be  remembered  that  the  domestic  chimney  causes 
approximately  50%  of  atmospheric  pollution  and  that  such  chimneys 
being  at  a lower  level  can  be  even  more  dangerous  than  the  factory 
chimney.  Local  authorities  have  been  installing  in  their  new  houses 
suitable  appliances  for  burning  smokeless  fuel.  Remember  the  disastrous 
London  smog  of  1952  which  caused  about  4,000  deaths  and  much  illness. 
Domestic  and  factory  chimneys  were  responsible  for  that.  It  is  up  to 
every  one  to  play  their  part  in  bringing  about  improved  atmospheric 
conditions  and  smokeless  fuel  in  sufficient  quantities  and  at  an  economical 
price  will  have  to  be  made  available  to  all.

The  building  programme  was  chiefly  concerned  with  the  construction 
of  houses  for  persons  living  in  confirmed  clearance  areas  and  the  majority 
of  families  living  in  these  areas  were  re-housed. 

The  year  also  saw  the  completion  of  the  redevelopment  of  the 
Shelton’s  Row  and  Victoria  Street  Clearance  Areas,  the  second  part  of 
the  town  to  be  so  developed.  The  year  also  saw  the  completion  of  the 
400th  post-war  house  built  by  the  Council.  This  figure  includes  20 
temporary  bungalows  which  the  Council  have  purchased.  This  gives  a 
figure  of  one  post-war  house  erected  for  every  12  persons  in  the  town,  a 
record  for  the  County  which  is  only  surpassed  by  the  two  special  develop- 
ment towns  of  Corby  and  Daventry.  The  Council  are  to  be  congratulated 
upon  the  policy  adopted  during  the  year  for  the  modernising  of  all  pre- 
war Council  houses  to  bring  them  up  to  standard  and  give  them  amenities 
equal  to  the  post-war  houses. 

The  Council  continues  to  make  good  progress  with  its  Slum  Clearance 
programme  and  official  representations  were  made  to  the  Council  con- 
cerning five  Clearance  Areas  comprising  18  houses  in  the  Finedon  Road, 
College  Street  areas.  These  representations  were  made  in  December 
and  no  objections  to  the  orders  were  received.  The  Council  awaits  the 
decision  of  the  Ministry.  Undertakings  by  owners  not  to  re-let  were 
obtained  with  regard  to  three  individual  houses  which  are  considered  to 
be  unfit  for  human  habitation.  The  number  of  applicants  for  Council 
houses  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  104  which  is  41  less  than  it  was  at  the 
end  of  the  previous  year. 

Once  again  I should  like  to  thank  the  Housing  Committee  for  con- 
sideration of  cases  referred  by  me  on  the  grounds  of  ill-health.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  - '1  ho  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  is  responsible  for 
the  control  and  supervision  of  milk  production.  The  County  Council 
as  the  Food  and  Drugs  authority  was  responsible  for  the  issuing  of  licences 
for  pasteurisation  plants.  1 his  has  now  been  handed  over  to  the  local 
authorities  in  whose  areas  such  plants  exist.  Samples  of  milk  thus  were 
taken  by  County  Officials  in  the  area,  but  in  future  the  taking  of  milk 
samples  will  fall  on  this  authority. 

A large  dairy  in  the  area  deals  with  approximately  50,000  bottles  of 
milk  a day.  In  view  of  this  in  last  year’s  Annual  Report  I suggested 
that  the  number  of  milk  samples  take  n should  be  increased  and  that 
samples  e)f  bottle  and  churn  rinses  should  be  taken.  A start  on  this  has 
been  made  and  in  the  year  of  writing  this  report  the  number  of  these 
samples  has  been  very  substantially  increased.

These  figures  are  considerably  less  than  in  the  previous  year  which 
is  rather  difficult  to  account  for  as  there  would  appear  to  be  no  falling 
off  in  the  numbers  of  children  brought  to  the  clinic  for  immunisations. 
A number  of  infants  may  have  been  immunised  towards  the  end  of  the 
year  and  the  records  for  these  would  be  carried  forward  to  the  next  year. 
The  situation  requires  further  observation  as  the  protection  offered  by 
immunisation  is  a real  one  and  one  of  the  reasons  why  Irthlingborough 
has  been  free  of  such  a serious  infectious  disease  as  Diphtheria  for  a 
period  of  twenty  years. 

Whooping  Cough — For  the  second  year  in  succession  no  cases  were 
notified. 

Measles- — Two  cases  of  measles  were  notified  during  the  year.  In 
the  previous  year  there  were  93  cases  notified. 

Erysipelas — No  cases  were  notified  for  the  second  year  in  succession. 

Pneumonia- — One  case  was  notified,  one  case  was  also  notified  in  the 
previous  year. 

Influenza — The  early  months  of  the  year  saw  the  end  of  an  epidemic 
of  Asian  type  Influenza  which  was  fairly  mild  in  character.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  there  was  another  epidemic  of  our  own  common  type  of 
Influenza  which  was  more  severe.  Two  deaths  occurred  from  this  cause. 
There  were  no  deaths  in  the  previous  year. 

Poliomyelitis — No  cases  were  notified.  It  is  now  eight  years  since 
a case  occurred  in  the  area. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination — The  age  range  for  this  vaccination  was 
originally  six  months  to  14  years.  This  has  now  been  raised  and  age 
groups  now  include  15  to  25  years.
